The opinions of fuel authorities, both in government and 
in industry, are summarized below. Generally, they feel the 
outlook is encouraging, but not encouraging enough to 
make vou forget the need for conservation of fuel. 

Even without fuel shortages, of course, it makes good 
sense to burn as little fuel as vou can without being uncom- 
fortable In the October issue of Better Homes & Gardens, 
vou'll learn how to get the most heat for vour fuel dollar. 

But here is a report on how available fuel for home heating 


will be during the coming winter 


Coal 


If vou are now heating with coal, vou'll be wise to con- 
tinue doing so during the coming winter. Coal will be the 


most available fuel in much of the country 


There are vast mounts of coal Walting to be mined, and 
facilities for distribution are adequate. 

To be sure, that does not mean vou can have absolute 
confidence in its availability all winter. But the only im- 


ponderable is the possibility of a miners’ strike. Generally 
coal strikes o¢cur during the summer, and they have proved 


manageable efore a crisis for the homeowner was reached. 


Natural or manufactured gas 


In some areas—the Southwest, the Rocky Mountain 
states. and the Northeast natural or manufactured gas is 


fairly abundant, and will be as available as coal. 


In other areas, especially northern states of the Midwest, 
the natural gas supply is tight (manufactured gas Is usually 
not available). You’re safe if vou alreadv have gas heat. But 
nost Companies in shortage areas are? ‘t accepting new cus- 
tomers. In case of a squeeze, gas Companies \ ill reduce tne 


ise of industrial gas to make it available for homes 

Vhere is plenty of gas in the United States. But the in- 
dustry has not been able to get enough steel pipe for trans- 
mission lines to provide a comfortable margin over expected 
demand. The biggest imponderable is the weather. A severe 
cold spell, with the high demand, could cause a pinch. 

Within the next two vears or so, as new transmission lines 
ire completed, the heating-gas supply should become ade- 


uate in every area of the country.

sure of getting thru the winter with less worry than last. 
Production is up nearly 50 percent over prewar. Many 
transportatior shortages, one of the main causes of last win- 
ter’s crisis, have been overcome. 

But the supply is just barely keeping pace with demand. 
In case of a sudden military crisis, or even a congressional 
decision to stockpile oil for possible war, the situation would 
change. Return to rationing would be nearly inevitable. 

Even if the world calms down, it may take three years to 
bring output and need into a comfortable, easy balance.

[ HE home you see on the cover of this issue

Tho it contains only a thousand square feet 
of floor space, the house gives the appearance 
of being much larger than it is. The jogging 
plan, large expanses of glass and a generous 
roof overhang create the impression of size. 

These roof extensions have several purposes. 
They are deep enough so that windows can be 
left open for ventilation during rainstorms 
without danger of soaking furnishings. This 
same depth protects rooms from the heat and 
glare of the summer sun, but lets in the win- 
ter sun. The house inside is 5 10 degrees 
cooler in summer than similar houses without 
the overhang. 

The distant view of the 
range is framed by the eave line. Soffits (un-

dersides) of the eaves are continued inside the 
house as ceilings. Different sofht heights re- 
sult in varying ceiling heights. The ceiling in

the living room, for instance, is higher than 
the ceiling over the bedroom wing. Where 
the two ceilings overlap, the space between is 
used for natural cove lighting, thus creating 
the same psychological effect of size inside 
that you get from the overhangs outside. All 
rooms except the kitchen and bath have cove 
lighting, which gives sufficient and pleasant 
general light without glare. In the bedrooms 
lights are built into coves above the ward- 
robe closets. 

Separation of living, work, and sleeping 
areas was carefully worked out. The wall at 
the dining end of the bedroom hallway shields 
the kitchen door from the living room. It can 
be left open for cross ventilation without dis- 
rupting kitchen privacy.

By purposely decreasing 
the size of some areas (bedrooms, for instance) 
to a hare minimum, Designer Edman saved 
space which was used to greater advantage 
thruout the rest of the house.

/ Ming trees have become so 


popular as home and table decorations that 
we've asked a flower master, Mrs. Tomoko 
Yamamoto, to show vou how they're made. 
These dramatic tree forms, like the finished 
one below, are reproductions of the priceless 


dwarfed trees grown by the Orientals. These 


growing trees are hundreds and thousands of 


vears old and are handed down for generations. 
Because the reproductions were used widely 


during the Ming dynasty centuries ago, they 
have come to be known as Ming trees. To 
Orientals, Ming trees symbolize long life and 
strength of character. 

Ming trees are expensive when you buy them 
ready-made. Prices range from $10 up into the 
hundreds, depending on the size of the tree. But 
if you follow this step-by-step outline, you can 
make one yourself out of branches and twigs that 
you may be able to find in your own yard. 


Gather all your materials for the 
Ming tree before vou start. You'll 
need (1) three dried, enarled 
branches —cedar, hawthorn, or 
Manzanita are good: (2) a figur-

Sounds pretty awful now, doesn’t it? But, just the same, a 
lot of our attitudes about dining rooms date back to that era. 
Jefore we start, let’s throw away all the old rules and think of 
your dining room as we would any other room. It’s a room 
with a job—in fact several jobs —to do. The furniture you buy, 
the way you arrange it, even the covering on your floors 
should help do those jobs. If it does, it’s good decorating. 


Walls are the color feature 
Since you enter your dining room thru either your living 
room or entrance hall, it will rely on one or both of these rooms 
for its color scheme. You can bring in color in draperies, rug, 
upholstered host chairs, even the seats of dining chairs. But 
the walls will be the biggest color feature in your room. Bold 
patterned or striped walls help take che place of pictures and 
upholstered furniture. But before you plunge, consider the 
walls of adjoining rooms. You'll be safe if you follow one of 
these formulas 


Patterned hall, plain living room, Use a plain stripe or wide 
floral stripe dn dining-room walls. A painted dado below will 
keep the paper from overpowering your room. 


Plain hall, plain living room. By all means use a bold pat- 
terned wallpaper. And again, a dado to match either the back- 
ground or a deep color from the design.

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How small can 


your bedroom be? 


By Rand E. Wright 


is one nice thing about bedrooms. Most of the time 


you’re in one, you are sound asleep. When you're asleep, you 
don’t care how small the room is, or how it is arranged. 

So when your building budget forces you to shrink your 
house plans, the bedroom is a logical place to start. 

Don’t get us wrong. We think a living-bedroom, with room 
for daytime relaxation as well as for sleep, is a wonderful idea. 
But you probably won't have more than one living-bedroom. 
How small can the other bedrooms be? 

The minimum size for a comfortable bedrgom varies con- 
siderably, first, with what you are going to put into it, and 
second, with who will use that room. As a place to start your 
planning, decide what beds you'll have, and go on from there. 

(In the examples given below, vou’ll notice several bedrooms 
without cross ventilation. That doesn’t mean we advocate such 
bedrooms: we merely recognize the fact that sometimes it’s 
necessary to have at least one such room.) 


Twin beds. You'll need at least 8 feet of unbroken wall space 
for twin beds. You'll also need two closets, and, unless you 
have wardrobe closets with built-in drawers, you'll need two 
chests. You may want a dressing table and a lounge chair. 

You'll have to allow at least 3 feet for the bedroom door and 
frame, and another 3 feet if you plan a door to the bathroom. 
You'll have closet doors, plus at least two windows. 

Put these elements together, and you'll have a room with 
at least 150 to 160 square feet of floor space, not including 
closets. The exact size depends on the location of doors and 
windows, and whether vou have sliding or hinged closet doors. 
If wall space is scarce, sliding doors are more practical. 

Here are three possible solutions for a bedroom having twin 
beds:

prolonged bed rest. Cerebral palsy 
needs continuous therapy. These 
are only two common conditions 
that run into months, often years 
in a hospital. Like tuberculosis and 
mental disease, they will remain 
mainly the responsibilities of pub- 
lic and charity institutions. 

Then, too, it is probable that 
Mr. Friend would have had to pay 
that $28 for the first trip to the 
doctor's office even under com- 
pulsory insurance. The proposed 
law provides for any necessary 
limitations on benefits to prevent a 
run on the insurance bank. Both 
compulsory and voluntary types of 
insurance follow the principle of no 
coverage for the first day or so of 
sickness. The previous bill, $.1606, 
made a definite point of this. This 
is to keep the doctors and _ their 
patients from making a good thing 
of tax-paid medical care. 

\ psvchiatrist I know points out 
that some people do not appreciate 
what thev get unless they make 
some sacrifice to get it. The health 
idealists shy away from all these 
weaknesses of human nature. But 
who can deny that the parties of 
the first and second part take a re- 
laxed view of cost when a third 
party is paving for it? “If we have 
socialized medicine, the patient 
and the doctor will combine to rob 
the government,” once comment- 
ed Dr. Morris Fishbein, editor of 
the A. AM.

billion-dollar health fund to this 
medical coin-flipping? Some sur- 
geons perform many unnecessary 
operations. Mr. Friend would have 
had one on his appendix, if he had 
taken Doctor Two's advice.

Many avoid going to doctors be- 
cause they don’t believe in them or 
are afraid to hear the worst.

pulsory health-insurance plan for 
city employees. It ran into trouble 
last fall when the demand for serv- 
ices threatened to exceed the 
dollars supplied by the pay-roll tax. 
Ihe director asked the doctors to 
cut down on minor treatments, ex- 
pensive tests, and hospitalization. 
Some 900 doctors resigned. They 
said no laymancould tell them how 
to practice medicine. In the world 
of the sick, doctors give orders: 
they don’t take them. Doctors re- 
member what administrative in- 
terference did in the army. Brass 
hats often overruled them in the 
care of the sick. 


As LITTLE as the reformers un- 
derstand doctors, they understand 
health even less. “From the rec- 
ords of the Selective Service,’ as- 
serted Senator James E. Murray, 
senior author of 8.1320, “it has 
been discovered that as a result of 
lack of adequate medical care, 
millions of our young people in this 
country are defective and deficient 
in health.” 

The draft statistics are the health 
politicians’ favorite yardstick for 
measuring how unhealthy we are. 
The briefest examination of the 
causes for rejection of 4,200,000 
men shows the Senator’s claim is at 
best self-deception At worst, it’s a 
tragic hoax. Mental defects among 
them low intelligence, illiteracy, 
and emotional instability—made 
up nearly half of the 4-F total. Can 
medical care give morons more 
brains? Can it teach the illiterate to 
read and write? Can psychiatrists 
prescribe who our parents shall be 
and how life shall condition us? 


How about physical defects? 
Well, few of the blind can be made 
to see. Doctors cannot give weak 
eyes 20-20 vision. They may make 
corrections with glasses. But many 
4-F’s wore glasses! Can the doctors 
do anything about it if a man has 
flat feet or lost two fingers in a 
buzz saw? 

If mass medical care were so 
vital to good health, one would ex- 
pect a slump when 40 percent of 
our civilian doctors were placed in 
uniform. But despite the shortage 
of doctors, the civilian death rate 
continued downward during the 
war—and in all age groups from 
under 1 to 75 and over!

The top death-dealing diseases 
are heart disease, cancer, cerebral 
hemorrhage, and nephritis. Some 
cases can be controlled if the doc- 
tor is good and the patient willing. 
But who can _ prevent them? 
Would so many doctors die in their 
fifties of heart disease if medical 
care could stop it? 

The truth is that medical care is 
only one factor in our quest for 
health. And it’s by no means the 
most important one. Good health 
depends on many things—healthy 
parents, a stable society, a satis- 
factory job, a happy family, educa- 
tion, nutrition, housing, sanitation, 
soap and water, acc ident preven- 
tion, good judgment, good luck, 
and avoiding bad medicine. To a 
great extent the doctor’s role today 
remains what it was in Hippo- 
crates’ day 
and relieve the sick. 


to comfort, reassure, 


No. IT sounds good. But the 
Wagner-Murray-Dingell health 
utopia will not be found in the 
doctor’s office over the corner 
drugstore, nor in a_white-tiled 
clinic, nor in the law books on 
Capitol Hill. I agree with a lead- 
ing student of socialized medicine, 
Dr. Michael M. Davis of New 
York. Altho he is chairman of the 
Committee for the Nation’s Health, 


one of the leading advocates of 


compulsory health insurance, Doc- 
tor Davis testified on 8.1320; “I 
am not in the position of saying or 
believing that this bill is perfect . 
there are many questions in it on 
which there is reasonable ground 
for difference of opinion.”’ There 
sure are! 

Doctor Davis points out one 


great difficulty: “the problem of 


passing a law like this and putting 
it into effect rapidly enough to 
enable the government, which is 
taking in money from the people 
by law, to deliver the services in- 
volved in the law.” 

A compulsory health-insurance 
system might well leave you paying 
for your medical care twice. Once 
to the government for service you 
can’t get or don’t want. Again to a 
private physician choosing to stay 
out of the system 

The best doctors, naturally, will 
never lack for patients under any 
system. Their medicine would not 
taste better out of a government 
bottle. We will never make it 
stronger by diluting it with some- 
thing for nothing and a little for 
everybody. National health in- 
surance, in the spirit of $.1320, is 
one of the biggest pieces of wishful 
thinking ever paraded in the name 
of social justice.

The best spray operators mess 
up a spot now and then. Most com- 
mon errors are sags (finish laid on 
so thick it flows downward in 
drapes); runs (large drops streak- 
ing down, usually from sags);

ging (dull, pebbled surface result-

= your car, your telephone is a convenience. But it 
is a nuisance if you are always four rooms or 15 stairs away 
from it when it rings. The trouble is that you are so used to 
a telephone that you give it little thought. But if you’re re- 
modeling or building, the time to think about your tele- 
phone and its location is before you begin work. 

Keep in mind two points: that your telephone or tele- 
phones should be placed where you and your family spend 
most of your time, and that you don’t want the wires to your 
instrument showing. It costs only a few dollars to install 
outlets for future telephones, while it may be expensive to 
run new wiring later on. 

Telephone lines running from the service pole to your 
home are not pretty, and can be avoided if lines are run 
into the house underground. If you have a basement, wires 
can come thru the basement wall, run under the floor, and 
between walls to the telephones themselves. It is always best 
to have these wires in pipe or conduit so they look better 
and are more accessible if repairs are necessary, or if you 
want to increase the number of telephones in your home. 

You or your builder should get in touch with your local 
telephone company, to avoid trouble in installing your tele- 
phone connections. When you build, you should know 
where you want your telephone or telephones to be. You 
should also plan your future needs. If you build on a con- 
crete slab without a basement, for instance, you will have a 
problem if you want added service but haven’t planned for 
it. Drilling new holes is not only expensive, but inconven- 
ient. 

In the average five-room bungalow, the best location for

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for a telephone? 


That depends on where you nee it 


a single telephone is in the kitchen, as close to the living and 
dining areas as possible. Unkss you conduct business from 
your home, the kitchen is the most frequently occupied room 
in the house. Most of your friends would think twice before 
calling you at mealtime, so a telephone in the dining room 
only means that you have to walk from somewhere when- 
ever the telephone rings. You could avoid this exercise by us- 
ing an extra-long (9 or 13 feet) cord, but it is dangerous (you 
might trip over it), and it’s contrary to telephone-company 
practice thruout the country. 

Best kitchen spot is at a planning desk or near a pass-thru 
door where the telephone is accessible from both kitchen 
and dining room. If you have a standard instrument, don’t 
put it next to the range. The cord may get in the flame. On 
the counter top, next to the refrigerator, is a good place, be- 
cause the cord can hang beside the refrigerator and the in- 
strument will not interfere with your work surface. 

You can get what is called a wall-type handset—with a 
speaking piece like an ordinary telephone but hanging 
from a bracket on the wall. The big advantage of this is 
that you interrupt no work space with a telephone, yet can 
still write comfortably at the counter. 

Tho telephone niches were once popular, and are still 
common, they are not attractive and usually uncomfortable. 
At a niche there is usually no place to sit, and no place to 
write. A chair in front of the niche, which is most often in 
the hall, means a piece of furniture to trip over every time 
you go thru that hall. Also, the size of the rectangular-base 
telephones means that the shelf of the niche must stick out 
almost five inches from the wall. | Turn to next page

Theyre not ready for 


By Dr. Bryant Drake 


President, Doane College 


Not just which college is right for my 


boy or girl, but is my boy or girl right 


for ANY college? Here are five yardsticks to 


help you, whether your children are7 or 17 


For more than a quarter of a 
century I’ve worked with young 
people. I’ve known a lot of them. 
And I’ve watched how they adapt- 
ed themselves to the self-disciplines 
of life away from home. 

Most of those homes are “‘good 
homes’’—homes like yours, per- 
haps. But a lot of them, I’m sorry 
to say, have not done the job. The 
sons and daughters they send forth 
to be on their own don’t get along 
so well in college. Nor do they, 
I've observed, get along in the 
outside world, whether or not 
they ever go to college. 

Who’s to blame? 

I think you are. You in your 
“good home.” 


Peruaps, like many other par- 
ents, you will point out that when 
vou son, let us say, is old enough 
for college, he will have everything 
you have been able to give: a good 
home to start from, and enough 
clothes, money, and advice to 
keep him clothed, fed, and out of 
trouble even unto the second 
semester. But does this mean he 
will be really prepared? 

Going to college means more 
than climbing one step higher 
scholastically. It is usually the ime 
in a young person’s life when he 
leaves home and the protection 
and immediate influence of his 
parents. It is the time when he 
must be able to live as an inde- 
pendent individual in a competi- 
tive society. For the first time, 
usually, he will have to regulate 
his life, assume full responsibility 
for his actions, and make his own 
decisions. Will your son or daughter 
be prepared to do these things? 

It is not enough that you have 


provided a good home and loving 
care. I repeat, thousands of col- 
lege failures came from good 
homes. It is just this kind of home 
that is likely to produce young 
adults who are not prepared to 
stand on their own two feet. The 
neglected boy or girl who comes to 
college has already had to learn 
how to meet the problems of life. It 
is those from good homes who are 
apt to suffer from overprotection 
(or ‘““Momism”).- They are the 
ones who will not be able to meet 
the challenge of college living. 
Every year I see students arrive 
on the campus accompanied by 
anxious, well-meaning parents who 
are still trying to smooth the way 
for their offspring. They embarrass 
sons and daughters by fussing over 
the arrangement of furnishings in 
dormitory rooms, inquiring about 
food, and enumerating John’s or 
Marv’s physical weaknesses. They 
stand in the registrar’s office to as- 
sist in registration; they sit in the 
dean’s office and answer questions 
directed to the student; they call on 
the president and do the talking.

CoLLece officials wish to know 
the parents’ point of view. They 
are delighted to meet fathers and 
mothers, and they are glad to have 
letters from parents and physicians 
about the physical needs of a 
student. But college students are 
young men and women (even if 
they will always be children to 
their parents), and, if they are to be 
successful in college, they must be- 
gin at once to speak for themselves. 

Preparing a young person for 
college, or for life anywhere out- 
side the home, is preparing him to 
be independent. It should begin

It takes more thana “good home” to helpa youngster stand up to life’s problems 


when the life of the child begins. 
Here are the five general qualities 
which I have found essential for 
life at college. The young man 
or woman who possesses them 
should be able to handle most 
problems in a satisfactory manner. 


1. A college student must know how 


to spend money. The amount he 
spends may indicate his financial 
position; the way he spends indi- 
cates his character. Wise budget- 
ing, thoughtful spending, and self- 
denial are signs of a mature and 
balanced personality, and of par- 
ents who succeeded in a very diffi- 
cult task. It might be argued that 
if one’s parents are wealthy, there 
is no reason why one should not 
spend all he pleases. I am not 
denying a student’s right to part 
with his money. But I have no- 
ticed that there seems to be a 
correlation between wasting money 
and wasting time, and the person 


doesn’t live who knows how rich 
he is in the latter. 


2. A student must know how to care 


for his own health. Our coach told 


me the difference between the 
G.I.’s who returned to the foot- 
ball squad two years ago and 
boys just out of high school was a 
difference in ability to take care of 
themselves. The recent graduates 
were careless, sometimes too sick to 
play. The veterans went properly 
clothed in bad weather, knew what 

to eat, and when to go to bed. 
No one is going to hound the 
college student to take care of him- 
self. If he is sick he will receive 
proper medical care, but the time 
he loses in studies is his loss alone. 
As in spending money, the matter 
of good health sense must come 
from within the student, and how 
he behaves is a good reflection of 

his past home life and training.

3. A student needs social prepara- 
tion for college. By this I mean he 
should know how to get along with 
people. In the college community 
he is a citizen whose former con- 
nections have no weight whatso- 
ever. No matter how big a frog he 
may have been in the home pond, 
as a freshman he is just another 
tadpole. He will be judged not by 
his family’s position or influence or 
wealth, but on how well he takes 
part in college activities, his sense 
of fairness and consideration for 
those with whom he lives and 
studies. Neatness, _ friendliness, 
understanding, thoughtfulness, and 
consideration, are some of the 
things he needs to bring with him. 

Dating is undoubtedly the most 
important social activity of college 
people. Yet, because parents have 
failed to prepare their sons and 
daughters for a normal relation- 
ship with the opposite sex, every 
campus in the country has its 
share of disciplinary cases. Young 
people blunder in the most naive 
ways in their relationships with 
the opposite sex. And they betray 
the most distorted notions of what 
is required for success. 

I know of one girl of high ideals 
who has been before the dean on 
several occasions because of her 
lapses of good taste while on dates. 
She lacks — self-confidence. and 
when she is with a bov she is afraid 
she will say or do the wrong thing. 
If she is offered a drink, she is 
afraid to refuse because she might 
be called a kill-jov; if it is late, she 
won't insist on going in for fear 
she won't be popular. Another 
girl, no more attractive than the 
first, living in the same dormitory, 
has self-confidence. She treats men 
as reasonable human beings who 
will recognize the fact that a girl 
may have tastes and desires of her 
Lhe result is that she is highly 
successful in her dating ventures.

1, A student must possess ideals. 
Youth is by nature idealistic, but 
it is a common mistake of parents 
to convince their sons and daugh- 
ters that a list of taboos is equiv- 
alent to ideals. And, if a taboo is 
broken, the son or daughter is ac- 
cused of losing his ideals. 

Taboos are narrow and nega- 
tive, while ideals are broad and 
positive. A student may find that 
some forbidden fruits of his home 
town are commonplace fare in the 
college community. If at last he 
samples a small apple denied him 
at home, he should not be made to 
feel that he has broken the moral 
law. If he is, 
proportion may be destroyed, and 
he may go on to serious lapses. 

As an aside, I have found that 
young people with religious train- 
ing who continue their church 
activity usually find ministers at 
college well qualified to give them 
guidance and spiritual help.

excursion where John or Mary 
can receive training in the social 
graces, make the proper social 
contacts, and attend to classwork 
only enough to insure a passing 
grade. However, college is a place 
for intellectual work and thinking. 
It is fashionable to blame the 
high school for intellectual de- 
ficiencies of college freshmen, but 
I think a great deal of the failure 
rests upon the parents. There is a 
core of mathematics, English, 
science, language, and history 
which every college freshman 
should have, but his attitude to- 
ward learning is more important 
than his store of information. 


I HAVE mentioned five impor- 
tant preparations for college which 
should be provided at home. Now, 
which college to attend? There are 
over 1,700 institutions of higher 
learning in the United States, dif- 
fering in purpose, equipment, en- 
dowment, faculties, and costs. 

It is up to you to make the in- 
formation available, but the pros- 
pective student should choose for 
himself. If you feel that your son or 
daughter is not able to make that 
choice, and you force acceptance of 
your own preference, some college 
is going to receive an unhappy, 
maladjusted student. 

While cost is an important fac- 
tor in choosing a school, it does not 
follow that the most expensive 
schools are the best, academically 
or otherwise. If I were trying to 
help my son or daughter make a 
choice, | would try to get informa- 
tion about the purposes of the col- 
lege and its administration. I 
would be less interested in the 
financial endowment of the in- 
stitution than in the intelleetual 
endowment of its faculty. I would 
be particularly concerned about 
the counseling program. 

In some schools counseling is 
limited to presenting the student 
with several courses of action, 
leaving him free to choose for him- 
self, often with unsatisfactory re- 
sults. Other counseling systems 
rely on the use of every member of 
the faculty, and each student is as- 
signed to an adviser who frequent- 
lv looks upon the responsibility as 
an imposition, and is likely to give 
careless or inferior counseling. I 
would look for a college where 
counsel could be sought from 
faculty members who considered 
counseling one of the most impor- 
tant of all teaching activities.

Due choice of a college has far- 
reaching results, for one never 
gets away from one’s college. It 
determines whom he shall marry, 
for it is during the college years that 
the choice of a husband or wife is 
likely to take place. Not only his 
career but his character will be in- 
fluenced by his college, perhaps 
determining whether he will be an 
exploiter or servant of society, a 
cynic or a person of faith, an in- 
tellectual adventurer or a reaction- 
ary. The choice of a college con- 
tains the possibility of all these 
things, yet the preparation for col- 
lege is more important than the 
choice of college. For preparation 
begins at birth and determines the 
quality of the raw material with 
which the college is to work.

How to patch holes 


Cracks or holes larger than !/g inch must be filled before you apply the 
waterproofing. If water isn't coming in under pressure, enlarge the hole 
with hammer and chisel. Wet sides, and fill with 1:2 mortar—one part 
cement, two parts fine sand, and enough water to make a stiff paste 


eis ” 
As you enlarge holes or cracks for filling, cut a 
dovetail shape (‘‘A"’ on sketch—''B"’ shows the 
wrong way to do the job). This shape helps hold 
the patch in place. Pack in the mortar, smooth the 
surface, let the mortar dry, and you are ready to 
waterproof.

How to plug an active leak

If water is running in under pressure, as in this corner, you have a more 
difficult problem. You'll have to stop the flow of water with a plugging 
cement that sets in a matter of minutes, even in the presence of water. 
First cut away any crumbling masonry, again remembering the value of

Waterproof your basement walls 


Continued from preceding page 


How to plug a leaky jloor joint 


With care, a leak in the joint between your basement 
wall and floor can be patched. First, using a mallet and 
chisel, chip out the joint into a dovetail shape, as * 
shown in the sketch at the right. Then sweep or wash 4 
all loose mortar away before placing the patch 


If water isn't flowing in under pressure, you can patch the joint with 1-2 
mortar and waterproof it If water is coming in, fill the entire joint with 
plugging cement, as pictured above. Shove small gobs into place and 
smooth them out with a trowel. For greater strength, build the patch up 
to an incline between the wall and floor, as shown in the sketch above 


What about old paint or caleimine? 


Your basement walls must be free of old paint or calcimine 
before you apply waterproofing. Your best bet is to hire a pro- 
fessional to sandblast the old tinish off; the work costs 10 to 15 
cents a square foot. Next best method of removal calls for rubbing 
with a carborundum brick, but this method takes a tremendous 


amount of work. 


Can basement floors be waterproofed? 


Phev can, but the job isn’t one for a homeowner to tackle. The 
big difficulty lies in the fact that ordinary waterproofing would 
wear otf a floor. If you employ an expert, you can be reasonably 
sure of success if he uses this technique, recommended by Doctor 
Andereee 

1. The old floors are roughened with a chisel or clipping 
hammer. Painted floors are sandblasted. 

2. The roughened floor is painted with thin cement slurry. 

3. Over the slurry, the workman trowels a 1¢-inch layer of 1 
part waterprooting and 2 parts fine sand. This layer is smoothed 
thoroly, first with a wood float and then with a trowel.

Is an only child

On. WELL. he’s an only child.”” According to popular 


opinion, the only child is a recognizable type. A cartoonist 
represents him as an arrogant “whipper-snapper™ perched 
on a throne al 


psychology class assuming that the only child develops into 


wove his elders. Even college students go into a 


i selfish, egotistical, quarrelsome brat. 

This popular conception has not been without support 
from so-called experts Writers have labeled the only child 
“below average in health and vitality,” “inclined to physical 
and nervous disorders.” “irregular in school attendance, 
selfish, unsociable, and unlikely to display precocity or 
genius.”’ The only child has been described as especially 
suscepuble to neurotic ills. He has been pictured as both a 
tvrant and a weakling, a late talker, a finicky eater, and a 
bed-wetter 

Indeed, some “authorities” take so dim a view that they 
advise parents who have but one child to adopt another. 
And childless couples, considering adoption, are sometimes 
advised to go without a child rather than adopt but one. 
Why? Because, according to the most quoted remark on the 
subject (made by Dr. G. Stanley Hall, eminent psvcholo- 
gist of a generation ago), “Being an only child 1s a disease in 
itself.” 

In view of the fact that since 1900 the proportion of one- 
child families in America has remained at about 1 in 4, 
there must be several million only children running around. 
You may be one. Certainly vou know a few. 

Are they peculiar? Do they look queer and act funny? 
What is the evidence? 


. 
SCHOOLTI \CHERS, seeing a great many children, 
should be able to answer these questions. A few years ago, 
Dr. Norman Fenton, then director of the California Bureau 
of Juvenile Research and later a professor of education at 
Stanford. decided to ask teachers. He selected a school with 
193 pupils, kindergarten to sixth grade, of whom 34 were 
only children. He then asked their teachers to rate each of 
the 193, first against a scale of traits of character, and, sec- 
ond, against a list of nervous symptoms, such as twitching, 
erving spells, speech defects, tantrums 

Interpreting the results, Doctor Fenton arrived at some 
interesting observations about the two groups the only 
children and those with brothers or sisters. He found the two 
groups were far more alike than different. Were the only 
children less generous, less sociable? Not according to any 
evidence Doctor Fenton could uncover 

In Kansas, a team of social psychologists, Harvey Leh- 
mond and Paul Witty, studied 3,000 children at play and 
concluded: ““The only child is but slightly less social than 
the average child.” 

In Doctor Fenton’s study, children with brothers and 
sisters were judged to be a little more obedient, a litde less 
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behind the 8 ball?

The interior walls of the room are paneled in knotty pine. In the 
room we have a dart board, radio, assorted stuffed fish, and an array of 
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the wells were dug. A drain was installed at the bottom 
of each well. From there on we did our own work. First 
we cut back the vertical sides of the well until the sides 
sloped at 55 to 60 degrees. We cut 10 inches deeper than 
the line of the finished slope, so that the rocks we used 
would be firmly locked into the soil 

Drainage was our next problem. The bottom drain 
takes care of most rains: but to safeguard against down- 
pours that would cause landslides, we dug a small trench 
around the top of the well, then laid draintiles and 
covered them with cinders and enough dirt to grow 
grass. This ground-level tiling connects with the drain at 
the bottom of the well 

The rock you use to line the slope should be large 
enough to make an effective show, tho over half of its 
bulk is buried in that 10-inch cut. Your rock should be 
heavy enough to support your weight after you set it in 
place. (Our rocks were about 8 inches thick and 14 inches 
deep, so we had to dig out recesses for the butt ends.) 
Starting at the bottom of the well, lay the rocks perpen- 
dicular to the slope. In a few weeks each heavy rock will 
settle into the soft earth. Eventually it will come to rest 
at a slight angle—tipped just enough to catch and hold 
rainwater and plant food. Try to stagger the rocks in 
rows so that no two joints are above each other as in a 
brick wall

Is an only child 


behind the 8 ball? 
[ Continued from preceding page ] 


ous studies has been necessarily 
sketchy. But the direction of their 
conclusions is clear, and William 
Carter in his massive work, The 
Only Child in the Family, hassummed 
them up in one sentence: ‘Vo 
significant differences were found be- 
teveen only children and others on nearly 
all tests in regard to emotional stability, 
neurotic tendencies, physical develop- 
ment, scholarship, and several person- 
ality traits.” 


Tuts, to say the least, renders 
the traditional only-child fallacy 
considerably less convincing. Why 
then, outside of the fact that pop- 
ular errors die hard, has the opin- 
ion persisted? One reason must be 
that it is so convenient to use the 
only-child status to explain any 
and everything. If Johnnie is a 
brat, it is easy to say, “Well, no 
wonder, poor kid, he’s an only 
child,” and let the diagnosis go at 
that. 

Willie may be just as bad, but 
since he is one of a mob of brothers 
and sisters, the only-child theory 
can’t apply. Some other explana- 
tion must be found. One is that the 
baby of a big family can be as bad- 
ly spoiled as an only child 

The only child has no corner on 
getting into trouble. A bad neigh- 
borhood can do damage to a child 
which no number of brothers and 
sisters can offset. A child may live 
in a house bursting at the joints 
with older children, but packed 
also with strife and marital un- 
happiness. 

And, a large family can generate 
plenty of problem situations, itself 

problems of parental neglect, 
problems of competition, favorit- 
ism, and jealousy. 


No ONE would deny that there 
are hazards to being an only child. 
But it is only one of many influen- 
ces that can shape a child. It is a 
mistake to explain human beings 
in generalities on the basis of any 
single factor. 

Parents of only girls have more 
reason to be careful. Professor 
Campbell found evidence in his 
study at the University of Oregon 
that “it is somewhat more advan- 
tageous for a girl to be raised .. . 
with other children than for a 
boy.’ Parents of an only daughter 
tempted to be “‘unusually 
zealous in coddling and protecting 
their child.” 

While such admonitions as the 
may be addressed to the 
parents of only children, they 
could well be taken to heart by all 
pare nts. 


are 


above 


Bec an only child is not so 
special a case as supposed and is 
not of itself a calamity. It is one of 
many situations in which a young- 
ster may find himself. It has its 
risks. But they should not be ex- 
aggerated to the point of carica- 
ture. No child should go thru life 
regarded by others as a nut and 
suspecting himself of being a freak. 
It is absolutely no fair!

operation. Under voluntary health 


insurance we have hundreds of 


different plans. Each requires its 
own elaborate system of collection 
and payment. 

It is more efficient. A single, nation- 
wide system could be operated 
more effectively than hundreds of 
scattered programs. Opponents 
talk about “hordes of government 
bureaucrats.”” Actually, a federal 
system should require far fewer 
personnel than the many volun- 
tary plans, each operating its own 
svstem. Again, as any insurance 
man knows, the more people in- 
cluded in an insurance system, the 
lower the over-all costs. And the 
greater the benefits to you. 

Tt stresses health instead of sticky 
National health insurance em- 
phasizes preservation of health 
rather than the treatment of sick- 
ness. This is in line with modern 
principles of preventive medicine. 
The comprehensive medical bene- 
fits, including periodic physical 
checkups, give the doctor a chance 
to keep you in good health. He can 
check the insidious progress of 
chronic disease by catching illness 
in its early stage. If your doctor 
chooses to be paid by the panel or 
salary methods, he has real 
stake in preserving your health 
His income under the present fee- 
for-service system depends on your 
being sick 


r 

[i OSE who oppose the Wagner- 
Murrav-Dingell Bill make much of 
the fact that some 30 million 
Americans are now covered by 
some form of private health in- 
surance. They overlook the sig- 
nificant point that most of the 30 
million are covered only by hos- 
pitahzation insurance. In other 
words, most of these plans reach 
you only when you are sick enough 
to go to the hospital. Only a small 
minority of the 30 million are 
covered by real medical-care 
programs that permit them to see a 
doctor before they're seriously ill 

It will help solve medical shortages 
You hear the argument that na- 
tional health insurance would not, 
in itself, solve the present shortages 
of doctors, nurses, and hospitals 
This argument ignores the fact 
that the Wagner-Murray-Dingell 
Bill specifically provides for federal 
grants to medical and other pro- 
fessional schools. These grants are 
to help train doctors and nurses to 
fill the gaps, especially in rural 
areas. The bill also provides federal 
aid to build and expand hospitals 
and health clinics. All this cannot 
be accomplished overnight, to be 
sure. But a nationwide health 
system would permit a_co-ordi- 
nated attack on health and medical 
shortages. Such an attack would be 
difficult, if not impossible, if we 
left it to hundreds of scattered 
health-insurance plans. 

It assures better care without added 
cost. A national health-insurance 
system would make possible a 
higher quality of medical care by 
establishing minimum standards

country-wide. It would encourage 
doctors to modernize their service 
thru such devices as group prac- 
tice. To meet its guarantees, the 
health system would have to bring 
medical facilities to areas now 
short of them. The insurance 
system adds nothing to our present 
medical bill. If yours is an average 
family, you already pay 3 to 5 per- 
cent of your income for medical 
and hospital services. The Wag- 
ner-Murray-Dingell Bill calls for a 
3-percent tax on earnings up to 
$3,600 a year. Half of this would be 
paid by employers in the case of 
those who work for wages or 
salaries. 

It properly makes health security a 
government responsibility. Some peo- 
ple seem to have a morbid fear of 
government. They utter hysterical 
alarms against “government in- 
terference” in health and medical 
fields. They forget that the “‘govern- 
ment” is we, the people. It’s not 
some outside monster imposing its 
will on us. 

Abraham Lincoln put the case 
simply and well when he said: 
“The legitimate object of govern- 
ment is to do for a community of 
people whatever they need to have 
done but cannot do at all, or can- 
not do so well, for themselves, in 
their separate and individual 
capacities.” 

Angry objections are raised 
against the “compulsory” feature 
of the national health-insurance 
plan. Actually, the only compul- 
sion lies in the payments which the 
law requires insured persons and 
their employers to make. There is 
no compulsion whatever on the medical 
pre fession. 


= 
You are free to choose your own 
family doctor, specialist, or hos- 
pital. A doctor is free to enter the 
system or stay out, to choose his 
own method of payment, to accept 
or reject a patient. He can treat 
you any way he thinks best, pro- 
vided it meets minimum profes- 
sional standards. 

Our great elder statesman, 
Bernard Baruch, is one person who 
isn’t worried about the “‘compul- 
sion” bogey. He reminded a dis- 
tinguished medical audience re- 
cently that “All laws compel.” 

Compulsory is indeed a harsh and 
unpleasant word. But we are all 
compelled to pay income taxes. 
Industrial workers are compelled 
to pay social security taxes. We are 
compelled to observe traffic laws. 
We are compelled to contribute to 
the support of public schools and to 
send our children to school unul 
they reach a certain age. There is 
nothing undemocratic about com- 
pulsory laws as long as they are 
democratically enacted and dem- 
ocratically applied. If we can be 
compelled to pay for military 
security and for social security, we 
can .be democratically compelled 
to pay for health security. It won't 
endanger any American principles. 

Another reason I’m for national 
health insurance is that i provides 
health as a paid-for right, not as a 
charity. Some people favor a system 
of federal grants to states. These 
grants would provide medical 
services for people who cannot 
afford to pay for them. Such a plan 
is embodied in the National

Health Bill (S.545). Sponsored by 
Senator Taft, this plan is based on 
the charity principle.

For my money, 
the insurance principle is more in 
harmony with the American spirit 
than the charity principle. 

A national health-insurance pro- 
gram is no panacea, no cure-all. 
Many health problems will remain 
even after it is adopted. But nation- 
al health insurance is better, much 
better, than other systems of dis- 
tributing medical care now in 
effect or proposed for the future. 
I believe it is good for the Ameri- 
can people, that it is a logical step 
in the evolution of American medi- 
cine, and that it should be judged 
on its merits and not on misleading 
bogey words 

The American people want 
health insurance, as many public 
opinion polls have shown. A na- 
tional health-insurance system is 
your best buy.
